1 James Horrocks had been master of the Grammar School for two or three 
years, but found means to carry his election over Richard Graham, who had' 
been professor of mathematics in the College for nearly twenty years. Hor- 
rocks became commissary, as well as minister of Bruton Church. He died at 
Oporto, March 20, 1772, while on his way to England. He left a brother,. 
Thomas Horrocks, of Wakefield, in Great Britain, and a sister, Frances. 
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Besol. that a Suit be immediately brought against the Execu, 
tors of Mr W m Taylor deced to make them settle his Ace' with the 
College Burser & deliver up the Papers that concern the College 
Estate in King William County.

Hesol. that the Ushers be order'd to attend the Hall their re- 
spective Weeks at Breakfast, Dinner & Supper, unless the Presi- 
dent or one of the Masters be there. 

Mesol. that the Ushers be likewise directed to attend the Church 
and Chapel regularly, and that they visit the Booms of the Young 
Gentlemen at least three Times a Week after 9 o'Clock at Night, 
and make a Beport the next Morning to the President if any of 
them are absent or committing any Irregularities. 

July 22 a 1766. 

A.t a meeting of the President & Masters of W m & Mary College. 
Present : The Rev" Ja" Horrocks Presid', John Camm, & Emmanuel 
Jones. 

Mesol. that it is the Opinion of this Society, that Mann Page 

1 Samuel Klug and Elizabeth Yates were married by Rev. Mr. Dunlop, May 
13, 1769. He adopted orders, but was a staunch patriot during the Revolution. 
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Sen' 1 & Nathanael BurwelP have highly incurr 3 our Displeasur 
by their indecent Behaviour to the President on Sunday Night last, 
& that they be order'd to ask [125] Pardon for the same. 

Mesol. also, that the said Mann Page Sen 1 , Nathanael Burwell 
Sen r , Mann Page Jun r3 & John Page 4 have transgress'd the Bules 
of the College, by frequenting the Public Houses in Town and 
going out off their Bounds without Leave, that they be repri- 
manded for the same & inform'd that if they do not behave better 
for the future, the Society will proceed with greater Eigour & rus- 
ticate them. 

Mesol. that the Boys in the Grammar School who were guilty of 
the same Offense be punished at the President's Discretion. 

Mann Page Sen r & Nathanael Burwell being allowed Time to 
•consider of the above Besolves, were again sent for, when they 
return'd & declared that they still adher'd to their former Besolu- 
tion not to comply with the Orders: whereupon it was finally re- 
solved, that the said Mann Page Sen r & Nathanael Burwell be 
order'd to withdraw from the College in the Morning to their Pa- 
rents for one Month, unless in the mean Time they are convinced 
of their Error, and publickly confess the same before the President 
& Masters as above directed. 

July 26 th . 

Mana Page Sen r being convinced of his indecent Behaviour the 
■22 a Instant, this day return'd & publickly in the Common Eoom 
ask'd Pardon for the same before the President & Masters. 6 



HISTORICAL AND GENEALOGICAL NOTES. 

Cora of the Commonwealth op England. (Quarterly, Vol. III., 
280.) — In reference to the old coin see Muding's Annals of the 
Coins of Great Britain, Vol. I., p. 410: "On the 17th of July, 
1649, an act touching coin was passed. Its preamble states (in 
imitation of the proclamations of Elizabeth, James I., and Charles

2 Nathaniel Burwell was son of CoL Bobert Bu^relL of Isle of "Wight county. 

3 Mann Page, Jr., was half-brother of Gov. John Page, of Bosewell. He 
removed to Mansfield, Spotsylvania county. 

4 John Page was son of Hon. John Page, of North End, and brother of 
Mann Page, Sr. He removed to Caroline county, and married Jane Byrd. 

6 Subsequently Nathaniel Burwell begged the pardon of the Faculty.
